Pittsburg, but Damage 


Has Been Heavy. 


PITTSBUKG, Pa,, March 
22.—T^e 


crest of the flood was reached at eight 
o'clock this morning and the rivers are 
rapidly 
receding. The highest 
point 


reached 'was in the Monongahela, the 
stage being 29 feet. The rivers started 
to fall at tlieir headwaters last night 
and early this morning und the flood 
stage will last only a few hours as the 
streams will go down almost as rapidly 
as they came up. 


While not the greatest flood Pittsburg 


has experienced, the results have been 
serious enough. Scores of 
mills have 


been 
forced to shut down in various 


parts of the Pittsburff districts, thou- 
sands of workmen thrown out of eroploy- 
raont, imndreds of families compelled to 
abandon their homes; railroad schedules 
disarranged and telegraph and telephone 
service crippled. In fact all branches of 
trade have been more or less affected by 
the high water. It is estimated that the 
loss to local industries since the flood 
began will exceed $1,000,000. 


HUNDREDS FORCED TO FLEE. 


BELLAIRE, 0., March 22.—The river 


reached 42 feet here this morning and is 
still rising.

Spaces on Ballot. 


City Attorney Walker today rendered 


the following opinion regarding the right 
of filling in vacancies on the ballot. His 
opinion upholds that 
of the attorney 


general of the state. 
To the Board of Canvassers: 


You have asked my opinion upon the 


provisions of the primary election law, 
in so far as the name relate to your duty 
any power to certify with your returns 
the votes cast to nominate candidates 
to certain ward offices. It beinc stated 
that such proposed candidates voted for 
at the primary election had not filed a 
petition entitling their names to be plac- 
ed upon the official primary ballot, nor 
was there any other party candidate for 
sucli office, 
the daily prees has publish- 


ed a full opinion on this subject from the 
attorney general. His opinion answers 
the question fully. 


While- I cannot say that I agree with 


the nttornev genaml. in his conclusions, 
yet I ndmit'that there is some doubt .as 
to the correct answer of this question. 
A.S the attornej' general states in his 
opinion, "The provisions of the primary 
election law are in many respect not 
plain." The law provides that vacancies 
may be filled after the primary. The of- 
ficial ballot, incorporated in the law, con- 
tains this statement: "To vote for tho 
person whose name is not printed on the 
bullet, write or paste his name in blank 
space- provided 1'or that purpose," and 
otter references are made in the law to 
this right to insert .1 name not on the 
ballot.

He urged 
that his modest request to have action 
deferred for one week be granted on the 
ground of senatorial courtesy. 


Whether this means the bill will be 


finally killed, cannot be said, but it is 
certain that if the measure forbidding 
the manufacture and sale of cigarettes 
by the senate it will be by a close vote.

TWO IMPORTANT MATTERS 


YET TO BE PASSED UPON 


Bate Comn>ls«lon Law and Repair or Rc- 


bulldlDK of State Capitol Before 


the Lojrtfllatnre. 


MADISON, March 22.—The two most 


important propositions still remaining 
for legislative consideration relate to the 
enactment of a rate commission law and 
to provide ways and means 'for either 
repairing or rebuilding the state cnpitol. 
Of. the hundreds of remaining Kife pres- 
ent indications arc that these measures 
can either be passed or defeated with- 
out either delay or more than a casual 
contest. 
With the rate commission leg- 


islation out of the way and the capitol 
proposition up for consideration, legisla- 
tive leaders now assert that they see no 
reason why the session should be pro- 
longed much after May 10. 


During the last week members of the 


railroad committee, as well as legisla- 
tors generally who are interested in the 
rate commission measure, have been de- 
voting their attention toward the crea- 
tion of a bill that will overcome some of 
tho objectionable- features in what is 
known aa the Hatten bill. 


HATTEN BILL IS MODIFIED. 


It is stated that it has been trimmed 


down and redrawn to such an extent that 
many of its drastic provisions have been 
removed. A number 'of the administra- 
tion members of the committee have fol- 
lowed the provision's of the interstate 
commerce law us nearly as possible. 


While the administration men have 


been preparing a. bill conforming to their 
views, another measure has been in pro- 
cess of forming which 
expresses 
the 


views of senators and members who, 
while believing in a full measure oi reg- 
ulation, do not believe in going as far 
in the power and scope conferred upou 
the commission to be instituted. 


Present efforts will concern the mak- 


ing of a. reasonable compromise measure, 
and there is a disposition among the le«s 
extreme men on both fides to give and 
takev. If this policy can govern the de- 
liberations of the senators for the next 
few days, there is a fair prospect that 
any heated controversy over the settle- 
ment of tins most important problem 
can and will be avoided. 


ASSEMBLY FAVORS REPAIRS. 


While the senate to a large extent has 


receded from its 
antagonistic attitude 


toward a new capitol building and tho 
lapse of time and a better understand- 
ing of the work done by the commission 
has brought about a decided change in 
the opinions of many of the senators, 
the assembly majority, however, appears 
to stoaid steadfastly for the 'repair of 
the old building. To what extent as- 
semblymen will be governwl by present 
opinions is a. matter'of conjecture. Views 
generally expressed indicate that the as- 
sembly does not favor a new building 
and will adhere to this, unless steps are 
tnkem bv some of the leaders to change 
prevailing sentiment by correcting what 
are claimed to be false impressions re- 
garding the co«t of the proposed new 
building and the scope and plan of huild- 
in.a; operations.

It would protect 
both the applicant for the writ and the 
general public, now menaced by the re- 
easc of convicted criminals." 


A similar law cverywheres would be 


tighly beneficial to the public. Illinois 
should its legislature possess 
sufficient 


reason to enact 
such a reformation, 


would set an example which our own 
state nnd others could copy with decided 
benefit. But this is not saying there arc 
other needed changes both in our civil 
and criminal codes that could not be 
nadc with much advantage.

CBKDTXGS. 


The Illinois legislature hns before il 


a bill to correct tlio abuses of writs of 
habeas corpus nnd the one, sided feature 
which prevents the state from appealing. 
The proposed bill provided for an nppeal 
by the stnto where a discharge order hns 
been granted by any court on such writ 
and providing thnt npplicntions for ha- 
beas corpus writs shall only be made in 
tho courts of jurisdiction where the orig- 
inal proceedings began under the indict- 
ment or where judgment was rendered 
Meanwhile, unless the supreme court has 
found it proper to release any such pri.i 
oner under bonds, the prisoner is to be 
kept in safe custody while the nppcnl is 
ponding before the court on behalf of the 
state.

ollins the markets. 
Long reports have been hnndcd in as 


regards the meat men. Other govern- 
ment investigations tho country is inform- 
ed are being conducted by tho govern- 
ment, ns to meat trust methods, nnd the 
information given out thnt something 
like 24C grnnd jury summons are out for 
ivitnesses thnt their testimony be had be- 
fore the federal grand jury. Generally

Now has the 
Chicago meat trust done any more than 
this? Is their offense nny greater; 
is 


there any point the coal men 
control 


that the meat packers do not control? 
Yet in all the United States the coal 
trust is uppermost, dominating and con- 
trolling every snlcs ngent. Is the meat 
trust nny worse? Is it thnt the eastern 
coal men or the western coal men or the 
both of them are any more powerful, nnd 
if citizens would think so, would it not 
be a natural think as it were? 


Then if federal grand juries cnn take 


cognizance of meat conspirators, for 
what reason can such not equally take 
notice of coal trust conspirators, if such 
there be. If it is legitimate for coal men 
to publically meet and arrange prices, is 
it not as lawful for tho meat men to pub- 
licnlly meet nnd arrange for prices as 
often as the market seems to call for? 
Then on the contrary if it is unlawful 


they are kept very busy, especially the 
mayor. The duties of an alderman take 
up a good share of his time, much more 
than the average citizen, would suppose, 
but he does not get a cent for -his ser- 
vices, and Ws fellow citizens sponge on 
him just ns freely as they do on the time 
of the ma3'or. 


The compensation named is small, it is 


not enough, but it is belter'than nothing 
and at least if granted, citizen's may feel 
n measure of much more self respect than 
they can feel at present. On the official 
ballot then in the 'coming election let 
every citizen of Racine who desires to 
do the right thing by his mayor and by 
his alderman, and' his conscience as well, 
vote yea to the proposition to'pay tho 
mayor and aldermen a salary.

SOUTHERN PEONAGE. 


That'peonage case lately decided by 


the United.Statcs supreme court went in 
favor of the accused for the reason that 
the indictments said, "for returning" the 
negroes to peonage. The indictment wns 
secured under a statute of 18C7 which 
expressed the provision forbidding the 
holding, the arresting, or returning of 
anv person into the condition of peonage. 
On" the word '''returning" the court stopp- 
ed. There was no question it seems of 
the guilt of the nocuscd, only the court 
was unable to separate itself from the 
wording. The prisoner had not returned 
the negro to peonage for he had not been 
held so before, but had been tnken from 
Florida on a jail sentence and brought to 
the plantation of Clyntt in Georgia, the 
trial taking place in Florida. 


It appcoi-s the court did have its way 


clear to declare the peonage statute con- 
stitutional on which the negro had re- 
lied to secure his freedom, but under the 
pleadings, Tic .must have been held prev- 
iously in peonage and the prisoner Cly- 
ntt's offense as charged was that of 
returning him to a former peonage state 
which wns not the case. It was peonage 
'or the first time and under a supreme 
court decision. Clyatt can hold the peon, 
'or the statute snys "returning to peon- 
nge," and technically ns the court holds 
ihat way, unless it is a returning back 


peonage, no indictment can lie in that
